letters for the petition.’

On June 21, Missis- 
sauga Council passed a 
motion giving staff the 
power to “enter into ne- 
gotiations with various 
landowners for parkland 
acquisition in the Down- 
town Growth Area.” 


City staff is authorized 

to offer up to $2 million 
for homes. Offers over 
$2 million will have to 
go before council for ap- 
proval. 


Giannini lives in a large 
home on Camilla Road 
and says she’s not inter- 
ested in selling or mov- 
ing, especially not for 
‘market value’. 


“Tm not selling and I 
don’t want to be expro- 


priated. I like the area,” 
she said. 


The petition started by 
Michele Alexander had 
18 signatories as of the 
afternoon of August 14, 
2017. It says many resi- 
dents in the area “have 
lived here a long time 
and we are a community 
that does not wish to be 
forced out of our homes. 
We love our houses and 
are very happy here. 


It goes on to urge res- 
idents to “please show 
them you care by signing 
this petition so we can 
fight to keep our homes!” 


The petition organizers 
say theyll deliver it to 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie. 


Councillor Nando Ian- 
nicca is a major support- 
er of the park project, but 
could not be reached for 
comment on this story. 


Maria Giannini says 
she knows the councillor 


well, adding, “We always 
supported him. I’m sur- 
prised and shocked to 
hear he’s actually in fa- 
vour. He’s pushing it. He 
initiated it. What is he 
trying to prove? ” 
Giannini is annoyed by 
the fact the city has re- 
cently granted permits 
for new homes to be built 
in the area. 


“50% of these homes 
are new. Did you see the 


size of these homes and 
there’s one going up now. 
Would they give him the 
permit if this [park] were 
in the works? I doubt it.” 


As an older person, she 

says moving would be 
a hardship for her after 
putting so much time 
and energy building her 
home 11 years ago. 


“We really sacrificed 
to build this home. My 
husband is a draftsman.

We kind of designed it. 
We were our own build- 
er. We are the ones who 
lined up all the differ- 
ent trades, tried to con- 
nect. We must have aged 
10 years and it took 8 
months to build it. I’m 
not selling. I love my 
home.” 


It’s unclear whether the 
city would consider ex- 
propriation as an option 
if residents refuse to sell. 


Study warns minimum wage hike bill coul

Ontario’s proposed 
minimum wage hike and 
other pro-labour chang- 
es planned by the Liber- 
al government could put 
185,000 jobs at risk and 
cost consumers $1,300 a 
year in higher prices, says 
a study commissioned by 
the business community. 

The study by the Cana- 
dian Centre for Economic 
Analysis concludes that 
the reforms to Bill 148, 
the Fair Workplaces Bet- 
ter Jobs Act, will put about 
185,000 jobs at risk in the 
first two years, greatly 
impacting Ontario’s most 
vulnerable. 

Moreover, it will add 
$1,300 to the annual costs 
of each household in Peel 
Region and across Ontario 
and boost the rate of infla- 
tion each year. 

“The changes presented 
in Bill 148 will have dra- 
matic unintended conse- 


quences that include put- 
ting close to two hundred 
thousand jobs at risk and 
seeing everyday consum- 
er goods and services in- 
crease by thousands of 
dollars for each and every 
family in Ontario,” said 
Karl Baldauf, vice-pres- 
ident of policy and gov- 
ernment relations at the 
Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce and_ spokesper- 
son for the Keep Ontario 
Working Coalition. 

The Wynne govern- 
ment tabled sweeping la- 
bour reforms in June that 
would hike the minimum 
wage by nearly a third 
to $15 an hour by 2019 
and introduce several la- 
bour-friendly measures 
opposed by business. 

Boards of Trade in Mis- 
sissauga, Brampton and 
Caledon reject the mini- 
mum wage hike because 
they say it would cost jobs 
and hurt small businesses 
and hike prices on goods 


and services for consum- 
ers. 

For example, 
auto parts supplier in 
Brampton would _ like- 
ly have to hike its selling 
prices to its customers to 
deal with the hit to its bot- 
tom line. 

The Liberals argue that 
the minimum wage in- 
crease will help ease pov- 
erty and boost the econ- 
omy by providing more 
disposable income for the 
working poor. 

They also have hinted at 
providing tax beaks or oth- 
er benefits to business to 
offset the rising costs for 
companies. 

Monday’s economic im- 
pact study was commis- 
sioned by the Kee Ontario 
Working coalition to mea- 
sure the potential impacts 
of six key areas of change 
in Bill 148, including 
hikes to minimum wages, 
change in “equal pay” pro- 
visions, vacation, schedul-

ing, personal emergency 
leave (PEL) and unioniza- 
tion. 

The study also pre- 
dicts the sweeping labour 
changes would: 

e Cause a $23 billion hit 
to business over the next 
two years alone 

e Hit young people and 
women particularly hard. 
Of the 185,000 Ontar- 
io jobs threatened, about 
30,000 of the jobs at risk 
are youth under 25 and 
96,000 would be women. 

e Force the Ontario gov- 
ernment to borrow $440 
million more to cover the 
increases in new costs 
from this legislation. If the 
government were to pro- 
vide offsets to businesses, 
as they have indicated, the 
province’s treasury will 
take a bigger hit. 

e Municipalities will be 
forced to increase employ- 
ee wages by $500 million 
without additional offset- 
ting revenues. 


d threaten 185,000 jobs 


The City of Mississauga, 
for example, would face a 
$2 million hike in payroll 
costs over two years from 
the minimum wage raise. 

“Simple accounting re- 
veals that the Act creates 
a $23 billion challenge 
for Ontario businesses 
over two years. Annual- 
ized, this is 21 per cent of 
what Ontario business- 
es invest in capital,” says 
Paul Smetanin, president 
of the centre for economic 
analysis. “Given the signif- 
icant, sudden and sizable 
changes it would be remiss 
to expect that unintended 
consequences would not 
follow.” 

In the coming weeks and 
months, the KOW coali- 
tion will release additional 
components to the eco- 
nomic impact analysis. 
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Dont feed cities insatiable 
tax addiction

A recent academic paper 
looking at the taxing 
powers of Toronto and 
seven other major cities 
around the world suggests 
big cities should get more 
power to raise revenue 
beyond the traditional 
property tax. 

For local homeowners 
and taxpayers in Peel Re- 
gion, such an idea would 
be a disaster. 

History shows that if 
you give cities more finan- 
cial wiggle room, they will 
tax everything that moves. 

For decades, local 
politicians have proved 
they can’t stop spending 
and they have no fear of a 
voter backlash if they hike 
taxes to pay for it. 

They know the power 
of incumbency and low 
municipal voter turnouts 
almost always guarantees 
they'll get re-elected no 
matter what they do in 
office. 

That said, credit should 
go to Mississauga May- 
or Bonnie Crombie for 
trying to keep next year’s 
property tax hike to about 
two per cent instead of the 


three per cent her finance 
officials have proposed. 

That could mean scaling 
back the more than five 
per cent hike in spending 
many in the city govern- 
ment want and could 
entail delaying some 
promised new services 
-- which I believe is a good 
idea, especially going into 
an election year. 

Still, visitors to Mis- 
sissauga will soon feel a 
pinch in their wallets and 
purses since Ontario mu- 
nicipalities have just won 
the right to impose local 
hotel taxes - a measure 
introduced in Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa’s 
spring budget. 

Mississauga is hungrily 
looking at a tax of be- 
tween three and five per 
cent on the city’s 10,000 
hotel rooms, a measure 
that could raise up to 
$20 million or more and 
make business and leisure 
travel more expensive for 
visitors to the city. 

What would happen if 
politicians in Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon 
also win the right to slap 
income taxes or munic- 
ipal sales taxes on local 
consumers? 

To their credit, the pro- 


vincial Liberals decided in 
late 2015 not to extend the 
power to impose a Munic- 
ipal Land Transfer Tax to 
cities and towns outside 
Toronto, where the power 
has existed since 2008. 

Toronto’s two per cent 
tax on houses worth more 
than $400,000 generates 
about $400 million a year 
-- money paid by purchas- 
ers which adds thousands 
to the cost of closing any 
housing deal. 

The Liberals came un- 
der heavy lobbying from 
consumer groups and the 
homebuilding industry, 
who warned such a tax 
would add thousands to 
the cost of buying homes 
and especially hurt buyers 
in the GTA areas outside 
Toronto, where prices 
have also risen sharply in 
recent years. 

Ontario mayors and 
local politicians have long 
lobbied Queen’s Park 
for more taxing powers 
to cope with their tight 
finances. 

That idea is backed by 
the Institute on Municipal 
Finance and Governance, 
a U of T think tank fo- 
cused on finding solutions 
to finance and governance 
problems facing large 


cities and city-regions 
around the world. 

The recent paper by the 
institute argues that cities 
should have the power 
to set their own tax rates 
rather than receiving 
transfers from federal or 
provincial governments. 

A comparison of Toron- 
to, London, Paris, Berlin, 
Frankfurt, Madrid, Tokyo, 
and New York shows 
Toronto is less dependent 
on intergovernmental 
transfers than many other 
major cities but, with the 
exception of London, it 
has fewer tax options than 
the other cities. 

New York is less reliant 
on state transfers and can 
levy many different taxes, 
while Tokyo and Paris also 
rely heavily on their own 
revenues, but don’t have 
much control over their 
tax sources. 

Frankfurt and Berlin 
have access to more tax 
sources than the others, 
but a chunk of these are 
shared taxes. 

Madrid relies relatively 
heavily on property taxes 
but also shares in reve- 
nues from the personal 
income tax, value-added 
tax, and selected excise 
taxes. 


The institute says Cana- 
dian cities like Mississau- 
ga, Brampton and Caledon 
rely mainly on the prop- 
erty tax, which the think 
tank says is not the most 
appropriate tax to pay for 
social services or social 
housing. 

“A mix of taxes would 
give large Canadian cities 
more fiscal autonomy, the 
flexibility to be interna- 
tionally competitive, and 
the ability to respond to 
changing economic and 
political conditions,” said 
the report, written by U of 
T professor Enid Slack. 

While cities now can 
levy new hotel taxes -- and 
they surely will -- to feed 
their spending addictions, 
Peel Region communities 
that already can impose 
development charges 
and infrastructure levies 
as well as property taxes 
should consider other 
options. 

If they have to pay for 
transit and other infra- 
structure, they should 
temporarily go deeper 
into debt to finance 
capital projects while 
developing long-range 
plans to rationalize their 
workforce, much of which 
is unionized and whose 


managers usually appear 
on the annual Sunshine 
List of highly paid civil 
servants earning more 
than $100,000 a year. 

A year ago, the City of 
Brampton cut about 45 
highly paid managers in 
an effort to get the city’s 
troubled finances and 
unsustainable labour costs 
under control. 

That was an unusual but 
welcome move because 
local governments rarely 
pare their operations to 
save money. They usually 
just hike taxes or go cap 
in hand to the province 
begging for more money. 

Mississauga is generally 
perceived as a good stew- 
ard of public finances, but 
the city has a chance to 
keep a lid on its employee 
costs since about 20 per 
cent of its 5,300 employ- 
ees will retire over the net 
four years. 

There’s no need to hit 
homeowners, hotel guests 
or rec users with higher 
costs. Just get your own 
house in order.

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Peel builder boasts national public-private projects during annual financial report

One of Peel Region’s 
biggest builders is in- 
creasingly relying on pub- 
lic-private partnerships 
to boost revenues in the 
highly competitive con- 
struction market. 

In its latest financial 
report, Bird Construction 
Inc. revealed it completed 
three private-public proj- 
ects across the country 
during the spring quarter. 
The company, headquar- 
tered on Explorer Dr. near 
Highway 401 in northern 
Mississauga, says it built: 

-- the Calgary Compost- 
ing Facility, the largest 
composting plant in Can- 
ada, which also includes 
an administration and ed- 
ucational building; 

-- the Casey House Re- 
development in down- 
town Toronto. The project 


is a four-storey addition 
to a heritage-designated 
Victorian mansion and is 
an HIV-AIDS treatment 
centre that will service 
200 registered clients 
and has 14 new inpatient 
rooms. 

-- 18 joint-use schools 
in Saskatchewan. Bird 
finished the schools on 
nine sites in Regina and 
the Saskatoon region rep- 
resenting the largest new 
schools project in Sas- 
katchewan’s history. 

Each joint-use site in- 
cludes two schools: one 
public and one Catholic, 
along with a 90-space 
childcare centre and com- 
munity space. 

Ottawa and provincial 
governments are turn- 
ing increasingly to pri- 
vate-public deals to pay 
for infrastructure, transit 
systems and other capital 


projects they can’t readily 
afford. 

So-called “triple Ps” 
have built hospitals, 
transit systems, bridges, 
courthouses, schools and 
other public infrastruc- 
ture in a variety of fi- 
nancing and construction 
deals. 

Earlier this month, 
Bird revealed it is part of 
a group that will design, 
build, finance and main- 
tain a 5,000-seat concert 
hall for the Ontario Lot- 
tery and Gaming Corp. in 
Niagara Falls. 

Bird will design and 
build the project and has 
taken a minority stake in 
the consortium. 

“The company — suc- 
cessfully completed and 
turned over three PPP 
projects this quarter, 
demonstrating our abil- 
ity to execute complex 


work across the country,” 
president and CEO Ian 
Boyd said in the financial 
report, which showed the 
company earned weaker 
profits and lower reve- 
nues. 


“In the quarter, the 


company also made its 
first significant equity in- 
vestments, furthering our 


strategy in this important 
market. With the activity 
in the PPP market increas- 
ing and our early success 
with three key wins to 
date in 2017, the Compa- 
ny is well-positioned to 
secure additional social 
infrastructure projects 
as well as transportation 
and environmental relat- 


ed projects, broadening 
our scope of expertise and 
advancing our diversifica- 
tion efforts.” 

In the second quarter, 
Bird’s net profits dropped 
to $2.5 million from $3.9 
million last year, while 
construction revenues fell 
to $345.9 million from 


$413.2 million.

Mississauga pharmaceutical 
company reports share hike 


Mississauga drug devel- 
oper Cipher Pharmaceu- 
ticals Inc. has reported a 
share hike in profits and 
higher revenues for its latest 
quarter. 

The company, based on 
Argentia Road in north- 
western Mississauga, says 
it earned $US4.4 million 
from continuing operations 
for the three months ended 
June 30. That was up sharp- 
ly from $234,000 for the 
same period last year. 

Total revenue jumped 
16 per cent to $9.9 million, 
from $8.5 million. Mean- 
while, operating expenses 
fell by 25 per cent to $3.5 
million for the latest quar- 
ter. 

Cipher, which reports in 
U.S. dollars, focuses on der- 
matology drugs like acne 
treatment medicines Epuris 
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and Absorica. It has a work- 
force of about 80 employ- 
ees. 

During the latest three- 
month period, the compa- 
ny benefited from moves 
to close the sale of Cipher 
Pharmaceuticals US LLC 
and complete the operation- 
al transition to EPI Health, 
and amend its debt agree- 
ment with Athyrium Capital 
Management, allowing Ci- 
pher to prepay half its out- 
standing debt and cut cash 
in interest payments. 

President and CEO Rob- 
ert Tessarolo said the sec- 
ond quarter “marked an 
important turning point for 
Cipher.” 

“We sold and transitioned 
our U.S. business, reduced 
our debt, and better aligned 
the cost structure, which 
greatly improved the finan- 


cial performance and posi- 
tion of the organization,” he 
said in the company’s quar- 
terly report. 

“Our global _ licensing 
business had another very 
strong quarter and our Ca- 
nadian business continued 
to deliver steady growth.” 

Tessarolo said the compa- 
ny plans to grow its business 
in a variety of areas. 

“We are pursuing multiple 
growth strategies, includ- 
ing acquiring or in-licens- 
ing prescription medicines 
for the Canadian market; 
acquiring businesses with 
commercial products, prov- 
en capabilities and where 
substantial synergies are 
available; and continuing to 
selectively invest in drug de- 
velopment programs where 
we see a favourable risk-re- 
turn profile,” he said.

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Councillor apologizes for comments 


A longtime Brampton 
politician apologized at 
Wednesday’s council meet- 
ing for an email he sent last 
month that said new immi- 
grants should learn the val- 
ues of white Canadians. 

“With the wisdom that 
comes with hindsight and 
sombre reflection, (I have) 
realized that I owe an apolo- 
gy for a confusing email ex- 
change with a constituent,” 
John Sprovieri told council. 

The councillor already 
faces disciplinary action 
from the city’s integrity 
commissioner for a written 
exchange with a resident 
last month that garnered 
widespread attention in 
PDN and other media for 
what many believed were 
racially insensitive remarks. 

Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey has urged Sprovieri 
to take sensitivity training 
over the issue. 

Sprovieri had previously 
responded to a provocative 
email sent to Brampton coun- 
cillors by city resident Sheila 
Jacobson that asked, “Why 
are WHITE PEOPLE still 
planning Brampton’s future? 


Sprovieri, an Italian-Ca- 
nadian who was born in It- 
aly and immigrated decades 
ago, responded that white 
people of Canada created “a 
great system where every- 
one is welcome and can live 


peacefully together.” 
Sprovieri, a former Ford 
Canada worker at the 


Oakville plant, has lived in

Wards 9 and 10 for 39 years 
and has been on Bramp- 
ton council since 1988 and

He represents a ward 
populated predominantly 
with Sikhs, Indo- and Pa- 
kistani-Canadians and has 
been long involved in with 
local groups. 


The Apology 


The following is an 
abridged transcript of a 
speech Regional Coun- 
cillor John Sprovieri 
gave at Brampton City 
council last week apol- 
ogizing for an email he 
sent in July defending 
the city, but which also 
said new immigrants 
should learn the values 
of “white Canadians.” 


“My (email) response has 
caused a lot of unnecessary 
turmoil in our city and 
right across this country. 
Thave with the wisdom 
that comes with hindsight 
and sombre reflection, real- 
ized that I owe an apology 
for a confusing email ex- 
change with a constituent. 
In my haste to defend my 


friends, colleagues, city em- 
ployees and those hired to 
bring expertise and skills to 
the City of Brampton and 
all our residents, I chose 
my words poorly and my 
comments did not reflect 
my intended meaning 
when I wrote that email.” 
“My intention was to 
make a point about demo- 
cratic rights and freedoms. 
But in doing so I was 
committing the same error 
Iwas rallying against. In 
characterizing people on 
the basis of colour and giv- 
ing recognition to only one 
colour it was improper. 
“When I referred to white 
values I was referring to 
the Canadian values and 
was applauding Canada’s 
commitment to build a 


nation of equity, peace, 
democracy and prosperi- 
ty. I was addressing how 
fortunate we all are to 

live in a country that has 
adopted such great values 
multiculturalism, diversity, 
freedom of religion and 
freedom of speech. 

“Being Canadian is a 
source of great pride for 
me. In expressing my pride 
it was not my intention to 
marginalize or ignore the 
contribution of people of 
all origins. My intention to 
highlight Canadian values 
of freedom, inclusiveness 
was lost as a result. In my 
haste to defend those under 
attack, I failed to include 
all those people for whom 
I have a great deal of 
respect.” 
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Brampton asked to help fund new university

The City of Brampton will 
soon likely be asked to kick 
in millions of dollars or pro- 
vide other benefits to help 
its proposed new university 
get off the ground. 

A staff report to City 
Council slated for Sept. 6 
will outline investment op- 
portunities for the city in the 
project and go to council for 
a later decision. 

It’s not known whether 
staff will recommend the 
city donate land, put money 
into a partnership or pro- 
vide local tax breaks for the 
project. 

Michelle McCollum, 
Brampton’s senior manager 
of strategic planning, told 
council that talks between 
Ryerson University and 
Sheridan College, who will 
run the new campus, have 
been going well and a more 
detailed plan will go to the 
province for approval this 
fall. 


The city has also hired 
planning consultant urban- 
Metrics Inc. to carry out a 
detailed economic impact 
study of the new university. 

“We've also talked for 
some time about a potential 
municipal contribution to 
this initiative and we think 
it’s time to start discussing 
that and start considering 
that,” said McCollum, who 
works in the office of the 
Chief Administrative Offi- 
cer. 

McCollum said she and 
staff “are working on a re- 
port that we will bring to 
you... that will be a Com- 
mittee of Council meeting 
Sept. 6.” 

The proposed new uni- 
versity is one of two the 
Ontario government plans 
for fast-growing cities like 
Brampton and Milton. The 
province has earmarked 
$180 million for the two 
campuses. 


The two new sites will 
probably start up in two or 
three years and will be fo- 
cused on science, technol- 
ogy, engineering, arts and 
math. 

A 2015 economic impact 
study by urbanMetrics con- 
cluded the proposed uni- 
versity would benefit the 
city and help transform the 
community. 

The urban planner said 
the project would create 
more than 1,800 construc- 
tion jobs, and add another 
1,500 from ongoing oper- 
ations. urbanMetrics also 
concluded the university 
would have a one-time con- 
struction economic impact 
of almost $373 million, and 
ongoing impact, including 
student and visitor spend- 
ing, of $220 million. 

More than 80 per cent 
of the jobs created from 
the project would be in 
Brampton.

Food recall after bones found in Maple Lodge products 


One of Brampton’s 
biggest food proces- 
sors has been ordered 
by Ottawa to immedi- 
ately recall some of its 
wieners because tiny 
bits of bone could be in 
the meat. 

Maple Lodge Farms 
Ltd. has been told to 
recall certain chicken 
frankfurters from store 
shelves due to the the 
potential presence of 
bone fragments. 

Consumers — should 
not eat the recalled 
products, which are 
sold as Big Original 
Chicken Frankfurters 
under the Maple Lodge 
brand and in similar 
450 gram packages un- 
der the Zabiha Halal 
brand for Muslim con- 
sumers. 

Both products have 
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an Aug. 27 expiry date 
on the package. 

The Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency 
says consumers should 
check to see if they 
have recalled product 
in their homes. 

The recalled meats 
should be thrown out 
or returned to the 
store where they were 
bought. 

This recall was trig- 
gered by the company, 
which is Canada’s larg- 
est independent poul- 
try processor, produc- 
ing chicken wieners 
and deli meats from its 
plant and farm on Win- 
ston Churchill Blvd. in 
northern Brampton. 

The company em- 
ploys 1,800 people and 
is one of Brampton’s 
largest private employ- 


ers, with about $50 
million a year in annu- 
al sales. 

The Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency says 


it’s doing a food safe- 
ty investigation, which 
may lead to the recall of 
other products and will 
also monitor whether 
stores are removing

One of Mississauga’s most 
innovative research compa- 
nies is getting a $3.8 million 
investment from Ottawa to 
help develop new battery 
technology for electric vehi- 
cles. 

The feds are providing the 
money to Electrovaya Inc., 
a lithium ion battery mak- 
er based on Royal Windsor 
Dr. in southwestern Mis- 
sissauga, to develop electric 
batteries for commercial ve- 
hicles. 

The money is part of $15.5 
million going to Toronto-ar- 
ea research and clean tech- 
nolgy companies. 

Navdeep Bains, Minister 
of Innovation, Science and 


Economic Development 
and the MP for Mississauga 
Malton, gave out the federal 
research funds in Brantford 
on Tuesday. 

“Our government’s  in- 
vestments in clean technol- 
ogy reflect our commitment 
to protecting the planet,” 
Bains said, “but they also 
point to a clear and strate- 
gic direction for economic 
development through inno- 
vation.” 

Electrovaya, with about 
200 employees, designs and 
manufactures Lithium Ion 
SuperPolymer batteries for 
the clean transportation, 
smart grid, consumer and 
healthcare markets. 


The Peel company’s 
mission is to accelerate 
the development of clean 
transportation such as ze- 
ro-emission electric vehicles 
and plug-in hybrid electric 
vehicles. 

The company claims to 
have more than 150 patents 
on its SuperPolymer 2.0 
battery technology and vari- 
ous systems and its technol- 
ogy has been used by NASA 
and in the Scribbler tablet 
computer under licence. 

Electrovaya _—_ generated 
revenue of more than 15 mil- 
lion last year but lost money 
as it spends to develop its 
batteries and new markets. 


Mississauga coffee chain brews debt swap deal 


Mississauga-based The 
Second Cup Ltd. has struck 
a debt swap deal that will 
see the founders of the 
Yogen Fruz yogurt retailer 
become key shareholders of 
the national coffee chain. 

Second Cup has closed a 
transaction to exchange an 
$8 million loan from the 
Serruya family investment 
firm into 4.2 million shares 
of the company. The shares 
were exchanged at $1.90 
each. 


The Serruya firm, 
known as SPE Finance, 
is an affiliate of Serruya 
Private Equity. SPE’s four 
shareholders will now each 
own 6.9 per cent of Second 
Cup’s shares, including 
earlier bought holdings in 
the coffee retailer. 

Moreover, Michael 
Serruya and his brother 
Aaron will join the Second 
Cup board of directors. 

After the transaction, 
Second Cup is now debt- 


free with about $3 million in 
cash and close to $1 million 
in reduced annual expenses. 
The company says the 
debt-swap deal will give 
Second Cup more financial 
flexibility to expand and 
build its brand in the future. 

In its most recent quarter, 
Second Cup narrowed 
its loss to $315,000 from 
$441,000, but revenues also 
fell to $6.2 million from 
$7.8 million.

effects of climate change. 

Last year, the Region im- 
plemented a combination of 
energy and fleet strategies to 
achieve a targeted 10% re- 
duction in corporate green- 
house gases emissions to 
below 1990 levels by 2019, 
as well as formed a dedicat- 
ed office to integrate plan- 
ning and delivery of climate 
change efforts throughout 
the organization. 


Ward 2 Regional Coun- 
cillor Johanna Downey said 
that Saxe’s speech rein- 
forced the need for everyone 
to take action on the issue. 
“She brought to light the 
important role Peel Region 
can play as a climate change 
leader.” 

Every resident in the re- 
gion should take steps to 
reduce their own carbon 
footprint plan, said Ward 
1 Regional Councillor Barb 
Shaughnessy, who also 
suggested that families put 
steps in place to reduce 
vehicle dependency or try 
other ways of commuting to 
work.

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From Brampton to the NHL ~ 
Jeremiah Addison Dreams Big

Thousands of Canadian 
boys and girls play hock- 
ey in this country. Many 
of them, including myself, 
have dreamed of making it 
to the NHL. 

For most of us, it is just 
a pipe dream, as very few 
ever make it all the way. 

For 20 year old former 
Brampton resident Jere- 
miah Addison, that dream 
is very close to being a re- 
ality. 

Drafted in round #7 
207th overall by the Mon- 
treal Canadiens in the 2015 
amateur draft, Jeremiah 
has attended the Cana- 
diens rookie camp and has 
skated with their AHL affil- 
iate St. John’s Ice Caps for 
4 games during the 2015- 
2016 season. 

He recently signed a 
three year entry level deal 
with the Canadiens back in 
March and will attend their 
training camp this fall. He 
has a two-way $720,000 
cap hit deal with the club. 

He recently finished up 
his amateur career with the 
Windsor Spitfires of the 
OHL, where he was part of 
their Memorial Cup Cham- 
pionship run back in May. 

As a young boy, Jeremi- 
ah got into hockey at age 
5 in the Brampton Minor 
Hockey League. 

He proved himself to be 
a top prospect right away 
and moved up to AA and 
then AAA first with stops 
in Brampton, Weston, Hal- 
ton and finally with the 
Toronto Jr. Canadiens and 
the Mississauga Senators 
of the GTHL. 

With the support of his 
parents Blair and Dawn, 
Jeremiah moved away 
from home at the tender 
age of 14 to attend the 
famed Athol Murray Col- 
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lege of Notre Dame in Wil- 
cox Saskatchewan. 

This school is noted for 
being a hockey star facto- 
ry and has seen the likes of 
Wendel Clark, Vincent La- 
cavalier, and most recently 
Morgan Rielly go on to il- 
lustrious NHL careers. 

The school not only em- 
phasized sports but was 
strict on the academics as 
well, which pleased Jere- 
miah’s parents who wanted 
to see him get an education 
as well. 

“Being in a small town of 
only 600 people there was 
not much to do so we really 
focused on our hockey and 
the books, adds Addison. 

“We had a strict regime 
and were well supervised 
by coaches and _ teachers 
who knew how to get the 
best out of us.” 

Returning home in 2012 
Jeremiah tried out and 
made the Toronto Marl- 
boroughs Major Midget 
team and attended Everest 
Academy private school in 
Thornhill, a highly repu- 
table sports and academic 
school. 

In his OHL draft eligible 
year Jeremiah was taken by 
the Saginaw Spirit where 
he played for two seasons 
before being traded to the 
Ottawa 67s. 

He played 2 full seasons 
with Ottawa and was into 
his third and final sea- 
son of eligibility before 
once again being traded to 
Windsor part way through 


the 2016-2017 season. 

Jeremiah’s draft day was 
a real highlight for him and 
his family. “I will always 
remember the Canadiens 
calling my name and the 
feeling I had at that mo- 
ment,” adds Addison. “It 
was a highlight of my a ca- 
reer and proof positive that 
all the hard work was pay- 
ing off.” 

Attending the Canadiens 
rookie camp at the start the 
2015 season was also mem- 
orable and gave him a new 
opportunity to up his game 
and rub elbows with the 
some elite NHL players. 

“T will never forget the 
first morning of camp com- 
ing down to breakfast and 
meeting Cary Price. It made 
me feel great and inspired 
me to keep working”, adds 
Addison. 

During the off season 
Addison works out 5 days 
a week, travelling from his 
parent's home in Oran- 
geville to a gym in Pickering 
where he works out with a 
hockey specific trainer in 
order to prepare himself for 
camp in September. 

Jeremiah expects to 
skate with the Canadiens 
new AHL affiliate the La- 
val Rocket this season but 
hopes he will get called up 
to realize that dream that 
never dies. 

Jeremiah has agreed to 
stay in touch during train- 
ing camp and into the sea- 
son. We can look forward to 
hearing what life is like as an 
NHL hopeful.

Seriously, though, I’ve de- 
cided there’s no time like the 
present to give the world’s 
second most popular sport 
a go.

Sadly, I know nothing 
about the game, but that’s 
about to change thanks to 
first hand/bat experience. 

The GTA Realtor League 
is my destination: specifical- 
ly Teramoto Park in Bramp- 
ton. Matches are played 
Monday and Thursdays — 
afternoon and evening ac- 
tion. 

Am I serious? You bet! 
Hopefully the boys will be 
kind. 

Before I venture into un- 
charted territory, I figured I 
should read up on the sport. 
So, thanks to Wikipedia, it’s 
time for Cricket 101! 

Cricket is a bat-and-ball 
game played between two 


teams of 11 players each on 
a cricket field, at the centre 
of which is a rectangular 
22-yard-long pitch with a 
target called the wicket (a 
set of three wooden stumps 
topped by two bails) at each 
end. 

Each phase of play is 
called an inning during 
which one team bats, at- 
tempting to score as many 
runs as possible, whilst their 
opponents field. 

Depending on the type of 
match, the teams have one 
or two innings apiece and, 
when the first inning ends, 
the teams swap roles for 
the next inning. Except in 
matches which result in a 
draw, the winning team is 
the one that scores the most 
runs, including any extras 
gained. 

Runs are scored by two 
main methods: either by 
hitting the ball hard enough 
for it to cross the boundary, 
or by the two batsmen swap- 
ping ends by each simulta- 
neously running the length 
of the pitch in opposite di- 
rections whilst the fielders 


are retrieving the ball. 

Historically, cricket’s or- 
igins are uncertain and the 
earliest definite reference is 
in southeast England in the 
middle of the 16th century. 

It spread globally with 
the expansion of the British 
Empire, leading to the first 
international matches in the 
second half of the 19th cen- 
tury. 

Traditionally cricketers 
play in all-white kit, but in 
limited overs cricket they 
wear club or team colours. 

In addition to the basic 
kit, some players wear pro- 
tective gear to prevent inju- 
ry caused by the ball, which 
is a hard, solid spheroid 
made of compressed leather 
enclosing a cork core. 

Phew! Well that’s as clear 
as mud—haha! Hopefully 
my name won’t be mud after 
this adventure. It’s gonna be 
fun. (a.k.a. — this old dog 
learns new tricks:) I'll let 
you know how it goes.
